Arena vote. 

Leibovici says Iveson 
inconsistent with 
arena support

The race for mayor got more 
pointed this weekend as 
Karen Leibovici accused Don 
Iveson of not being specific 
about his plans or truthful 
about his support for the 
downtown arena. 

Leibovici said Iveson’s sup¬ 
port for the arena project has 
been inconsistent at best. 

“The reality is that if more 
councillors had voted the way 
he did on those initial votes, 
we would have no arena pro¬ 


ject,” she said. 

Iveson voted for the pro¬ 
ject on the final votes and 
supported both land purchas¬ 
es and the community revital¬ 
ization levy, but Leibovici 
said the votes he cast against 
the financial arrangement 
are what matter. 

Iveson said he believes in 
the project, but wanted to 
push for a better deal and 
stands by his votes. 

“Edmontonians need a 
mayor who believes in the 
project, as I do, but who will 
stand up for keeping the deal 
fair,” he said. 

He said Leibovici’s sup¬ 
port for the project is clear, 
but she didn’t push to make 
it a better deal for Edmonton¬ 
ians. 

“Karen’s record is that she 
agreed to eveiy additional 
concession that was asked,” 


he said. 

Leibovici also challenged 
Iveson’s policies saying they 
lacked detail. She said his 
proposal to have council 
work to find two per cent in 
budget savings every year is 
much less specific than her 
plan to create a permanent 
finance committee of council. 

“A vision without a plan is 
a nightmare,” she said. 

Iveson said he believes his 
website provides all the detail 
on what he is proposing. 

He also said he intends 
to keep releasing policy and 
not focus on a back and forth 
with other challengers. 

“I am going to stay focused 
on using my airtime to build 
up the city and how Karen 
uses here airtime is up to her 
and the voters will decide 
which appeals to them the 
best.”

Several candidates have 
argued that for Edmonton 
to build roadways, LRT and

Workers at Real Canadian 
Superstore are on strike after 
negotiations between par¬ 
ent company Loblaw and the 
union stalled over key issues 
of employee hours and wages. 

About 50 strikers at the 
Castle Downs-area store in 
North Edmonton walked the 


picket line Sunday, asking 
customers entering the store 
to shop elsewhere while the 
strike is on. 

“It’s eerie. There’s hardly 
anyone in there,” said regu¬ 
lar customer Viv, who didn’t 
want her last name pub¬ 
lished. She said she felt bad 
for shopping at Superstore, 
but needed the groceries for 
her child’s school lunches. 

“I do feel uncomfortable 
here today — I understand 
the workers’ issues,” she said. 

Several cars entering the 
parking lot honked and kept 
moving, waved off by strik¬ 
ers. 

Noreen Sveen, a Super¬ 
store employee for 26 years, 
said she’ll picket as long as 


she has to. “We make a de¬ 
cent wage. They’re taking 
the guarantee of hours away 
— we just want fair treat¬ 
ment,” she said. 

Picket captain Jeff Ible 
said public response is mostly 
positive, though he admits 
some customers are angry. 

“We don’t want to lose 
long-time customers, but we 
gave ample opportunity for 
the company to get a deal 
done,” Ible said. 


In an email, Loblaw’s rep¬ 
resentative Julija Hunter said 
the two sides continue to ne¬ 
gotiate and the company is 
hopeful a settlement will be 
reached in the near future 
“that reflects a sustainable 
business model needed to 
support our colleagues and 
serve our customers.”

UN. Fact-finder arrives 
in Canada to survey 
aboriginal concerns 



A United Nations fact-finder 
is set to take stock of the 
plight of Aboriginal Peoples 
in Canada. 

The UN has dispatched 
law professor James Anaya to 
speak to First Nations repre¬ 
sentatives and government 
officials as he drafts a report 
for the world body. 

“The idea is to get a first¬ 
hand view of the situation of 
Aboriginal Peoples in Canada 
by hearing directly from as 
many as I can,” he said. 

As the UN’s special rap¬ 
porteur on indigenous rights, 
Anaya is responsible for pro¬ 


moting laws and policies that 
support indigenous peoples 
around the world. He will 
also look at their living con¬ 
ditions and issue reports and 
recommendations. 

The rapporteur has no 
binding authority. Rather, he 
aims to shame governments 
into action by bringing un¬ 
acceptable conditions to light. 

The federal government 
will get a chance to respond 
to Anaya’s findings before a 
final report is circulated and 
presented next year to the UN 
Human Rights Council.

Convict faces 
dangerous 
offender hearing 

Convicted sex offender 
Randal Hopley said at a 
sentencing hearing last year 
that he abducted a three- 
year-old from his home in 
an effort to get back at the 
justice system. 

On Monday, the Crown 
plans to argue Hopley should 
never get that chance. 

It was a kidnapping 
case that bordered on the 
miraculous when, two years 


ago, little Kienan Hebert 
was returned unharmed to 
his home just as mysteri¬ 
ously as he had disappeared 
several days earlier in 
September 2011. 

A massive manhunt 
for the child’s abductor 
ensued and several days 
later, Mounties arrested 
47-year-old Hopley near the 
B.C.-Alberta border. 

Hopley has consist¬ 
ently insisted that he never 
harmed the boy. He has a 
criminal histoiy, including a 
sexual assault on a five-year- 
old boy in 1985 and an at¬ 
tempted abduction in 2007.

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Riots. Sudan feels heat 
from the street as its 
economy takes a tumble

In recent times Sudan has 
gone through two major civil 
wars, the loss of its rebellious 
southern oil region, and the 
indictment of its president 
for war crimes. Now, with its 
economy in disarray, it’s the 
latest Arab countiy to be feel¬ 
ing heat from the street. 

The crunch came with the 
government’s elimination of 
the subsidies that had long 
sustained cheap prices for 
fuel and other basic needs. 
The near-doubling of prices 
that resulted set off a week of 
rioting beginning Sept. 22, in 
which at least 50 protesters 
are estimated to have died. 

The vast security machine 
whose buildings dominate 
the skyline of Khartoum, the 
capital, is expected to prevail, 
for now. But the government 
is overloaded with debt — es¬ 
timated by the International 
Monetaiy Fund at $46 billion 


in 2013 — and unable to bor¬ 
row from international lend¬ 
ers. Inflation has reached near¬ 
ly 50 per cent in 2013, with the 
Sudanese pound weakening 
and foreign reserves down to 
just 1.2 billion dollars. 

So Sudanese activists pre¬ 
dict a resurgence of protests 
and ultimately a repeat of a 
1985 uprising that also re¬ 
sulted from an economic 
crisis and ended up toppling 
the government. 

It’s a sorry contrast to the 
days when Sudan was con¬ 
sidered a rising oil power. Add¬ 
ing to the disarray, President 
Omar al-Bashir is wanted by the 
International Criminal Court 
for war crimes and crimes 
against humanity committed 
while putting down a rebellion 
in the Darfur region, where UN 
says 300,000 were killed and 
2.7 million displaced.

Canadians freed 
from Cairo jail 



Unexpected release.

The two Canadians released 
from a jail in Cairo early Sun¬ 
day are recuperating in a hotel 
after their painful collision 
with the upheaval in Egypt. 

Tarek Loubani, an emer¬ 
gency-room doctor from 
London, Ont., and Toronto 
filmmaker John Greyson are 
“resting and getting acclima¬ 
tized” to their unexpected free¬ 
dom while waiting for travel 
documents to come home 
after their seven-week ordeal, 
said Greyson’s sister. 

Cecilia Greyson, who was in 
Toronto on Sunday to get ready 
for their eventual return, said 
no travel plans have yet been 
made and that the two men 
were “getting back to eating 
solid food slowly, under a doc¬ 
tor’s supervision.” 

They had staged a hunger 
strike toward the end of their 
detention, living on juice and 
water for two weeks. 

However, The Associated 
Press reported Sunday that 
the pair were prevented from 


flying out of Cairo after their 
names appeared on a “stop- 
list” issued by prosecutors; the 
news agency attributed the in¬ 
formation to airport officials. 

According to the news 
agency, the two men had 
checked in for a flight to 
Frankfurt, Germany, but were 
prevented from boarding the 
plane. They retrieved their 
luggage and were free to leave 
the airport. 

Prime Minister Stephen 


Harper said in a statement that 
his government “has obviously 
been pushing for (their release) 
and welcomes this decision by 
the government of Egypt.” 

Loubani’s brother Moham¬ 
med said that Tarek and Grey¬ 
son are “OK, but they have 
been through a lot.” 

They were arrested Aug. 16 
during a day of bloody clashes 
between security forces and 
supporters of the Muslim 
Brotherhood. 


By coincidence, their re¬ 
lease Sunday came as similarly 
bloody clashes broke again 
across Egypt, with at least 
50 people reported killed by 
nightfall. 

During their 49 days in de¬ 
tention, they were slapped, 
beaten, ridiculed, “hot-boxed,” 
kicked and accused of being 
foreign mercenaries, accord¬ 
ing to a statement smuggled 
from the jail and published last 
weekend, torstar news service

When BP used a capping 
stack to seal its blown-out 
well in the Gulf of Mexico, 
the device didn’t just shut 
the source of the nation’s 
worst offshore oil spill. 

Its pressure gauge also 
provided scientists with cru¬ 
cial data about the rate that 
crude was spewing from the 
well when engineers finally 
killed it in July 2010. 

Experts for BP and the 
federal government used 
the pressure gauge data in 
calculating how much oil 
spilled into the Gulf during 
the 87 days it took to plug 
the well.

Resources to protect 
crocodiles are few at 
the same time croc 
meat is becoming 
more sought after 
for dinner 


Crocodiles were once so 
abundant along the salty 
rim of southern Jamaica 
that images of their toothy 
jaws and spiny armour 
crown the tropical island’s 
coat of arms and are sten¬ 
ciled on the bumpers of 
military vehicles. 

Now, the big reptiles 
are increasingly difficult to 
spot, and not just because 
they blend into swampy 
backgrounds. These days, a 
growing taste for crocodile 
meat and even eggs in Ja¬ 
maica has conservationists 
worried that the reptiles 
might be wiped from the 
wild altogether, although 
they’ve been protected by 
law since 1971. 

“I went from never hear¬ 
ing about anyone eating 
crocodile meat, much less 
crocodile eggs, to hear¬ 
ing about it all the time. 
There’s just so much car¬ 
nage going on,” said Byron 


Wilson, a reptile specialist 
at Jamaica’s University of 
the West Indies. 

Crocs have steadily re¬ 
claimed their range in Flor¬ 
ida, their only U.S. habitat, 
after rebounding from the 
edge of extinction. But ex¬ 
perts believe the reptiles 
may be reaching a tipping 
point in economically strug¬ 
gling Jamaica. 

A recent newsletter from 
the Crocodile Specialist 


Group, a global network in¬ 
volved in croc conservation, 
said the situation appears 
dire on the island as the 
impact of habitat loss deep¬ 


ens with a “new demand 
for croc meat, both for per¬ 
sonal consumption and for 
local market.”

“I fell over, and when 
I turned around I saw the 
tire veiy close. It hit me and 
threw me to the other side,” 
Jesus Manuel Ibarra, 41, said 
as he was treated for injuries 
to his arm and hip. 

Gonzalez said prosecutors 
were looking into the possi¬ 
bility of a mechanical failure 
that left the driver unable to 
release the gas pedal. Several 
witnesses said, however, that 
the driver appeared to have

Revealing secret endings 
and plot twists has brought 
on wrath since the dawn of 
cinema, straight through 
VCRs to today’s DVR-fuelled 
delays that led to much 
nail-biting over The Ending 
That Shall Not Be Spoiled 
on Breaking Bad. 

But exactly what is the 
magic formula for spoiler 
grace? When do calls of 
SPOILER ALERT (insert 
index fingers in the ears 
here) expire so we can, 
maybe, not feel so consti¬ 
pated when discussing our 
favourite fare in real time? 

Does the 13-episode Net- 
flix dump of Orange is the 
New Black in July equal two 
months of polite spoiler- 
free behaviour? Are bets off 
when a show concludes, or 
does that depend on how 
many seasons late adopt¬ 
ers would have to slowly, 
slowly slog through — say 
Dexter’s eight to Breaking 
Bad’s five?

Morgan Saylor is cheery 
when we get her on the 
phone, which, we have to 
admit, surprises us a little, 
given the fact that when we 
saw her character last week, 
she had (spoiler alert!) tried 
to kill herself. 

“I’m not as depressed in 
real life,” says the 18-year- 
old, who plays Dana Brody 
on Homeland. As the daugh¬ 
ter of is-he-or-isn’t-he alleged 
terrorist Nicholas Brody on 
the runaway Showtime hit, 
Saylor’s character has under¬ 


gone a lot in the past two 
seasons: allegations against 
her father, an accidental hit- 
and-run, the death of her 
boyfriend and, as we saw last 
week, a stint in rehab for a 
suicide attempt. And accord¬ 
ing to Saylor, the drama’s 
only just begun. 

Now in its third season, 
the show — which has won 
six Emmys and five Golden 
Globes in the two years it’s 
been on — is dealing with 
the aftermath of a deadly 
explosion that left many sup¬ 
porting characters dead in 
the season two finale. Saylor 
says she was just as riveted by 
that episode as fans were. 

“I remember reading it 
and freaking out,” she says. 
“I really, really did. I thought 
it was such a brilliant script. 
I remember I texted Morena 
(Baccarin), who plays my 
mom, and I was like, ‘We are 
on the best show on TV,’ be¬ 
cause I was so amazed by this 
script. And she texted back, 
Are you drunk?’ She thought 
I was just being weird and 
nostalgic.” 

Saylor doesn’t offer too 
many hints into what we can 
expect in this new season — 
which she calls “really, really 
intense.”

It’s always fun to 
hang out with everybody be¬ 
cause I don’t work that much 
with Damian or Claire, so it’s 
a fun atmosphere to hang out 
with the gang.” 

The young star is content 
to keep as normal of a life as 
possible when she’s not film¬ 
ing. She went to her prom 
this year and plans to study 
math at the University of 
Chicago, which she’ll attend 
starting next September. (She 
deferred a year.) 

But juggling the show 
with her regular life means 
she’s had to sacrifice a lot of 
sleep. 

“The veiy first day of 
shooting this year, I had to 
work super long hours; it was 
exhausting,” she says.

New movie. Giamatti 
olays Zapruder in new 
rehind-the-scenes 
Kennedy assassination 
flick Parkland 


When Dallas businessman 
Abraham Zapruder set up his 
Bell and Howell home movie 
camera to film President Ken¬ 
nedy’s visit, he had no idea 
he would capture the most 
examined piece of film foot¬ 
age in human history. 

In the 26.8 seconds of 
footage, Zapruder captured 
the passing motorcade and 
then the deadly shot to the 
president’s head, which hap¬ 
pened right in front of his 
camera. 

Abraham Zapruder was 
never the same after that. 

Paul Giamatti plays the 
unlikely documentarian in 
the new film Parkland, which 
opened in limited release on 
Friday as November’s 50th 
anniversaiy of the assassina¬ 
tion approaches. 

The film recounts the 
chaotic events that occurred 
in and around Parkland Hos¬ 
pital after the president was 
brought there with hopes of 
saving his life. 

One of the film’s plot 
threads centres around the 
Secret Service investigation, 
which leads to Zapruder’s 
8mm film. 

“His eyes literally see 
the thing,” Giamatti says of 
Zapruder’s film. 

We learn that Zapruder 
and the Secret Service scram¬ 





bled around Dallas to find 
someone that knew how 
to process the film, as well 
as the fickle nature of the 
amateur format (it’s actually 
16mm film that exposes half 
the frame on each side). After 
the film is processed, there’s 
some earlier family footage 
captured before the historical 
sequence from Dealey Plaza. 

In an interview at the re¬ 
cent Toronto Film Festival, 
Giamatti said he felt a great 
deal of sympathy toward 
Zapruder, and he saw the es¬ 
sence of portraying the immi¬ 
grant garment manufacturer 
was to channel how haunted 
he was by the ordeal. 

“He’s this kind of in¬ 
advertent witness of the 
whole thing that I think he 


felt guilty about filming this 
thing, witnessing it the way 
he did. He felt shame and 
guilt and things like that. You 
weren’t supposed to see this 
and he made eveiybody see 
it,” Giamatti said. 

But playing him wasn’t 
that easy because Zapruder 
was not well known enough 
in public to easily understand 
his mannerisms. 

“He’s not known as a per¬ 
son so I have a lot of latitude 
because nobody knows. But 
it’s a good opportunity. It’s a 
fun role to be able to do that,” 
Giamatti said. 

He added: “I definitely felt 
a certain pressure, a certain 
responsibility that I’d never 
felt before to the guy because 
he really was not a man ask¬ 


ing for any of this crap in his 
life.” 

The Zapruder film has con¬ 
tributed to much speculation. 

“I always think conspiracy 
theories are more comfort¬ 
ing to people. It explains and 
gives it a narrative whereas if 


you let it sit, it doesn’t make 
any sense. ... It’s definitely 
more than a murder mysteiy. 
It’s for a lot of people who 
are into the conspiracy stuff. 
It’s saying something about a 
kind of moral rot in the coun- 
tiy,” Giamatti said. 

Based on the book Four 
Days in November: The Assas¬ 
sination of John F. Kennedy, 
the film weaves the perspec¬ 
tive stories of ordinary cit¬ 
izens, including the unlikely 
predecessor to what we know 
today as viral video. 

“The Zapruder film was 
the beginning of what we 
think of almost as social 
media, you know? When im- 
ageiy goes viral it takes on a 
meaning that transcends it¬ 
self,” said Parkland director 
Peter Landesman. 

“The Zapruder film has 
been probably the most 
examined piece of footage in 
human histoiy, and used and 
abused and used to come up 
with all sorts of crazy conspir¬ 
acies. And really, it’s the acci¬ 
dental home movie of a man 
who shouldn’t have even 
been there,” Landesman said.

When parents bring teen¬ 
agers to me for psychother¬ 
apy, one of the first things I 
ask about during the initial 
interview is the amount and 
quality of their sleep. I do 
this because I have learned 
that the majority of the 
teens I see are chronically 
sleep deprived, and this 
compromised state is wreak¬ 
ing havoc on their emotional 
stability, behaviour, patience 
and ability to focus. Their re¬ 
lationships, school marks, 
and health are suffering. 
Toddlers aren’t the only ones 
who get cranky when tired. 

Recent studies identi¬ 
fied that teens are sleeping 
fewer hours as compared to 
20 years ago, and showed 
that 60 per cent of teens 
will keep their cellphones in 
their rooms and respond to 
a text a night. 


What does this mean for 
parents? It is critical that we 
be the keepers of our teens’ 
sleep. 

Here are four suggestions 
to help your teen sleep bet¬ 
ter: 

Consistent sleep routine 

Sleep routines are not just

Students are starting a new 
school year, and one of edu¬ 
cators’ biggest challenges is 
keeping them there — and 
hopefully funnelling them to¬ 
ward college. 

A new documentaiy ser¬ 
ies, the Sundance Channel’s 
Dream School, highlights 
what is being called a drop¬ 
out crisis. The six-part series 
premieres Monday night and 
follows students as they learn 
from an array of celebrities, 
from musician and producer 
Swizz Beatz to financial guru 
Suze Orman and director Oli¬ 
ver Stone. 

The 15 Los Angeles stu¬ 
dents, all ages 17 to 18 — a 
pivotal age at which stu¬ 
dents traditionally decide 
to drop out or stay in school 
— were either expelled or 
had dropped out, and each 
professor tries to spark their 
interest. 

We spoke with Steven Kel¬ 
ler, a California superintend¬ 
ent involved with the series, 


about how the students re¬ 
acted to their unusual educa¬ 
tional atmosphere. 

What are some of the chal¬ 
lenges of keeping kids in 
school? 

First of all, family engage¬ 
ment. Moms, dads, uncles, 
aunts, grandmothers, grand¬ 
fathers need to hunker down 


with their family members 
and engage their family 
members. As a family and 
as a countiy, we need to 
take ownership of each and 
every kid to really push them 
and motivate them to get to 
school each day and check 
in on them when they get 
home from school, make 
sure they have some account¬ 
ability when the kids get 
home, whether a potential 
dropout or not. 

The second piece, of 
course, is funding. There 
needs to be more funding 
specifically for kids that are 
earmarked as potential drop¬ 
outs. We as educators need 
to look at restructuring and 
reforming how we serve this 
population. And then the 
last piece is, we as educators 
need to assess what works 
and what doesn’t work and 


adjust and make changes 
and reflect on our practice. 
So there are certainly three 
layers to it that play into 
this. 

What are some of the 
reasons students give for 
dropping out? 

“My parents, my brother, 
my mom and dad, don’t go 
to college, and they’re doing 
fine.” Usually the excuse a 
child will give — a student 
will give — is not reaping 
the monetary benefits, that 
they know plenty of people 
who didn’t go to college and 
didn’t necessarily graduate 
who are making plenty of 
money.... (But) we know 
plenty of people who make a 
lot of money who are miser¬ 
able, absolutely miserable in 
their lives. 


Did anything surprise you in 
making this documentary? 

I think the celebrity teachers 
genuinely wanted to connect 
with the kids. All of them 
really do. They were nervous, 
even scared. They would con¬ 
stantly ask for feedback. I’m 
not saying they all performed 
brilliantly, I’m just saying 
they all took their craft 
seriously.... No one showed 
up thinking they were going 
to wing it. 

What different types of 
styles did students respond 
to? 

Suze Orman came in with 
business to make. She was 
ready to go, she was not go¬ 
ing to play any games. You’ll 
have to see. The students 
clearly respond to that style.

What are some of the 
symptoms of someone 
who might be at risk of 
dropping out? 


• “A lot of people look at 
traditional data,” says 
Stephen Keller, a Califor¬ 
nia school superintend¬ 
ent involved with Dream 
School. “On the other 
hand, we look at other 
factors. We look into 
attendance. We actually 
look at social emotional 
assessment with kids, to 
find out how engaged 
they are at school. Do 
the students feel a sense 
of purpose at school? 
(Does each student) feel 
he or she can express his 
or her opinion in class 
and to a school educa¬ 
tor? Those indicators tell 
you a lot.” 


What do you think could 
most help students who 
can’t participate in some¬ 
thing like Dream School? 

I think the most power¬ 
ful message for potential 
dropouts is, find that person 
in your life, whether it’s 
a friend who’s achieving 
academically, family mem¬ 
ber. ...Seek out an adult, it 
doesn’t mean it has to be a 
millionaire or somebody who 
has a great job, but some¬ 
body you admire, somebody 
you respect, somebody who 
does want to better him or 
herself, somebody who is 
basically hungiy, who wants 
to move ahead and not just 
to have a new car or a new 
house but who really wants 
to change the world and 
make it a better place. Every¬ 
body knows somebody.

Skype has already revolu¬ 
tionized the way more than 
50 million registered users 
communicate with faraway 
friends and family. Now, the 
web-based video-calling plat¬ 
form may be poised to over¬ 
haul foreign language edu¬ 
cation as well, eliminating 
barriers like location, money 
and time. 

Ray Blalcney started Live 
Lingua, one of the world’s top 
Skype-based foreign language 
immersion schools, in 2008. 

While learning Span¬

Cultural mash-up chili 



A robust chili that’s on the table 
in just 30 minutes? Thanks to a 
blending of Hispanic and Asian 
flavours, it’s easy. 

Start with the base of an 
average turkey chili — some 
onions, jalapenos, garlic, 
ground turkey and white beans. 
Nothing unexpected there. But 
all those basics get a serious fla¬ 
vour boost from an unexpected 
ingredient — sweet white miso.

soup you slurp at the sushi bar. 

Miso is an underappreciated 
ingredient. It effortlessly amps 
the savouiy-salty flavour of any¬ 
thing it touches, particularly 
in wet rubs and other sauces 
for meat. In this recipe, it rep¬ 
licates in just minutes a depth 
of flavour you’d normally need 
a long simmer to attain. 

And don’t be put off by the 
“sweet” in the name. Sweet 
white miso isn’t really sweet, 
just milder than darker miso. 

1. In a large saucepan over 
medium-high, heat the oil. Add 
the onion, chilies, garlic and 
cumin, then saute until the 
onion is just starting to brown, 


about 8 minutes. Add the tur¬ 
key and saute, breaking up any 
large clumps, until browned, 
about 10 to 12 minutes. Add the 
kidney beans, chicken broth 
and miso. Bring to a simmer, 
stirring often to dissolve the 
miso, then cook for 5 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, one at a time 
stand each ear of com on its 
wide end. Use a serrated knife 
to saw down the length of the 
cob to remove the com kernels. 
Add the com to the chili, then 
return to a simmer and cook 
for another 5 minutes. Season 
with salt and pepper.
